Will overseas grain sales 
boost food prices in Madison 
County despite this year's 
Dumper crops? 

The long-standing world 
record for obfuscation—held

What is the farmer, 
housewife, taxpayer and voter 
to beliewe out of all the 
doubdletalk that is coming out of 
the Department of Agriculture 
and other government agen- 
cies? 

One day a 
responsible government 
spokesman says that “food 
prices will not go up™ as a result 
of the grain sale. 

The next day, an equally high- 
ranking government official 
hedges a bit and says “Well, 
maybe there will be a slight 
increase in prices.” 

How much grain is going to be 
sold to the Soviet Union? 

Based on that amount to be 
sold, what will be the effect on

Washington, no one seems to 
have the answers. 

The impression begins to sink 
in—perhaps erroneous, but as 
yet disproved—that the Soviet 
Union will be sold all the grain it 
wants and the people in the 
marketplace—you and me—will 
have to take the consequences.

‘This is the time of year — a 
anniversary — when 


right or wrong of the Aug. 6, 
1945, atomic bombing of 


tegic — but for a few of us the 
same dilemma remains after 
all the rhetoric is over. 
This civilian wartime sol- 
dier was in Cebu po 
Philippine Islands on 
fateful Aug. 6, 1945. There 
had been a lot of Pacific inva- 
sions but the next target was 
mainland Japan and D-Day 
was to be on or about Oct. 1. 
Our battalion of 750 men had 
absorbed hundreds of 


or perhaps it was a day later, 
that many thousands had 
been killed by one American 
bomb, we were astonished. 
When a subsequent an- 
nouncement talked of an 
atomic bomb we were 
ignorant as to what the an- 
nouncer was talking about. 

One thing we did know soon 
enough. There would be no 
more first-wave attacks.

This 
atomic bomb had saved our 
lives. 

‘Then in April, 1971, came a 
news trip to Hiroshima and a 
visit to the Japanese Atomic 
Bomb Hospital. Dr. Fumio 
Shigeto, hospital director and 
himself a victim of the bomb- 
ing, asked if I wanted to see 
some of the patients. Why 
not?

Personally I have two over- 
riding impressions of 
Hiroshima, aside from the 
devastation of the atomic 
bomb. First, the people of this 
city are determined to try to 
prevent any further use of 
atomic or nuclear weapons 
against people and cities. 
They want the world to 
remain aware of. what hap- 
pened at 9:15 a.m., Aug. 6, 
1945. 

Second, Hiroshima has 
been converted into a huge 
tourist attraction. If one is to 
be honest, there are commer- 
cial aspects connected with it 
too. 

No one still knows for cer- 
tain exactly how many people 
were killed or injiired by the 
blast. 

At the time the bomb was 
dropped there were approxi- 
mately 250,000 civilians in 
Hiroshima and some 90,000 
military. According to some 
estimates deaths totaled at 
Teast 183,000, and possibly ex- 
ceeded 200,000. For more 
than 12 years after the bomb 
was dropped, people con- 
tinued to die as a result of the

Rail plan affects area lines 


Cong. Melvin Price (D-23rd 
I.) announced Friday that the 
results of the final system plan 
of the U.S. Railway Association 
and the effect of the plan on 
area rail lines. 

Two local lines will be af- 
fected by the plan, which was 
authorized by Congress under 
the 1973 Railroad 
Reorganization Act, Cong. 
Price said. 

The Davis to Lenox, Ill, line 
runs through the 23rd district 
from Hillsboro to East St. Louis 
via Fort Russell, Roxana, South 
Roxana, Chouteau, Mitchell, 
Nameoki, Granite City, Venice, 
and East St. Louis. 

This line will be offered for 
sale from the Penn Central 


Railroad to the Missouri Pacific 
and Burlington Northern 
Railroads, with trackage rights 
retained by the Consolidated 
Rail Corporation (ConRail). 
Another Penn. Central line 
from East Alton to Lenox will be 
offered to the Illinois Central 
Gulf, a solvent carrier. If the 
offers are not accepted by these 
designated carriers, Cong. 
Price explained, the lines would 
be transferred to ConRail. 
“The most important 
development to come from the 
final system plan is the 
determination that. these two 
lines will retain service to all 
shippers currently using the 
lines, whether sold to in- 
dependent carriers or tran- 


sferred to ConRail,” Price said. 

“The emphasis of the 
reorganization plan is to make 
the rail system in this country a 
viable business by retaining 
competition among ConRail and 
the independent rail lines. 

“In the past years, we have 
witnessed a visible decline in 
the nation’s railroads, to the 
point of heavy government 
subsidy and the spectre of total 
government control of this once 
lucrative private industry 

“The final system plan is an 
important step in the right 
direction, and hopefully will put 
the railroads back in their 
rightful place as an integral 
part of this nation’s tran- 
sportation industry.”

New grants for senior citizens 


The TriCounty Health and 
Welfare Council has urged 
senior citizens residing in the 
three county areas of Madison, 
St. Clair and Monroe to apply 
for additional tax relief grants 
which are available to them as a 
result of legislation passed in 
Minis. 

This legilation authorized the 
Minois Department of Revenue 
to provide additional tax relief 
for senior and disabled citizens 
of Mlinois, Lewis C Waters, 
executive director of the Tri- 
County Health and Welfare 
Council, announced that these 
grants are in addition to the 
senior citizen and disabled 
persons property relief act 
which is commonly referred to 
a@s the “circuit breaker law” 

Waters said that according to 
guidelines furnished by the 
State Department of Revenue, 
anyone who was eligible to file 
far the circuit breaker grants 
Mitomatically qualifies for the 
new tax relief grants, since the 
age, residency and income 
requirements are the same for 
both programs. 

Waters said that the U.S. 
census figures for 1970 indicated 
that there are in excess of 51,000 
persons 65 years of age or over 


who resided in the three county 
areas of Madison, Monroe and 
St. Clair. 

While not all of these would be 
qualified for this program, 
Waters indicated that it was his 
belief that a sizeable majority 
would be eligible to make. ap- 
plication. Waters said the ap- 
plication form forthe tax relief 
grant is the same form as that 
used in making application for 
the circuit breaker grants. The 
official name is “Department of 
revenue Claim Form 111363"". 
Persons are qualified for the 
additional tax relief grants if 
they _were: 

1. Sixty-five years of age on or 
before Jan. 1, 1975, or had a 
physical or mental disability as 
of Dee. 31, 1974, that has lasted 
or is expected to last a year or 
more. 

2. Have an annual household 
income of $9,999 or less. 

3 Is_a resident of Illinois at 
the time of filing for the ad- 
ditional tax relief grant 

The minimum new tax relief 
grant is $50 and the maximum is 
$100. The grants are figured by 
multiplying the amount of 
annual household income by the 
percentage established by law 
by various income levels.

Rules Walker item veto 
was unconstitutional 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott has ruled that 
Governor Walker's use of the 
item veto was unconstitutional 
when he struck legislative 
guidelines from an = ap- 
propriation bill without actually 
reducing the appropriation. 

‘Scott said the governor kept 
the total appropriation of 
$3,790,000 for the Department of 
Public Health, but attempted to 
veto proper _ legislative 
restrictions on the way the 
appropriation was spent 

The result would be the 
governor's Department of 
Public Health could distribute 
$3,790,000 among local govern- 
ments any way it chose, Scott 
said. 

The governor had attempted 
to veto legislative provisions 
that grants to local govern- 
ments would be in the same 


amounts as each received in 
1974, plus one-third more where 
certain basic public health 
programs were established 

Scott said? “The 1970 Illinois 
Constitution grants the 
governor only the power to veto 
or reduce an item of ap- 
propriation. This does not 
autherize the Governor to alter 
or eliminate a condition or 
limitation placed on the ex- 
penditure of an appropriation 
by the General Assembly. 

To hold otherwise would open 
the door to a possible abuse of 
the executive power. For 
example, if the governor could, 
through his item veto power, 
strike. selected words and- 
phrases from an appropriation 
bill, while leaving the ap- 
propriation itself intact, he 
could alter the intent of the 
Vegislature.”

Bi-State agency selected to 
handle transportation funds 


Directors of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
has recommended _ the 
designation of Bi-State 
Development Agency as the 
sole recipient of funds ap- 
propriated for the St. Louis 
region under the National Mass 
Transportation Assistance Act 
of 1974. 

Under this act, governors of 
Illinois and Missouri, the 
areawide planning agency 
(Gateway Council), and the 
publicly owned operators of 
mass transportation (Bi-State 
Development Agency) must 
jointly designate the recipient 
agency for the $62 million ap- 
propriated for the St. Louis area 
over the next six fiscal years. 

The governor of Tlinois has 
the responsibility for selecting 
the recipient for the Alton ur 
banized area, which will receive 
$2.47 million. 

The board of directors 
recommended designation of 
BiState as sole recipient for 
both Alton and St. Louis ur- 
banized area allocations. 

This action was based on 
Section 5 of the Act of 1974,

< Seek tough crime penalties; new emphasis may be costly 


Press-Record Washington Bureau— 
President Ford surveyed a melancholy scene 
in the crime message he sent to Congress. 

The last 15 years have seen an investment 
of billions of dollars in beefing up law 
enforcement in the United Suts of 
America. 

While this has had a visible impact on the 
manpower and equipment devoted to police 
work in cur communities, it has failed to 
prevent a doubling of the crime rate in the 
same pericad, 

Mr. Ford's proposal that Congress 
legislate mandatory prison terms for 
habitual and violent offenders is in line with 
the growing conviction that our crime 

ies not so much in failure to catch 
criminals as in what happens to them after 
they are caught. 

The proposal also points up the 
limitations on what can be achieved by the 
federal government in dealing with those 
robberies, rapes and murders and other 
street crimes which, as Mr. Ford said. are 

Americans “fearful of strangers and 
if to go cut at night.” 
of those crimes become federal 
off It is im the state legislatures and 
local courtrooms of America that the next 
phase of the battle against crime must be 
fought. 

The President also recognized the 
limitations on gun control as an avenue for 
thwarting the criminal. 

While his proposed reforms in sentencing 
and parole policies under federal law could 
serve as examples to the states, the major 
direct link between the federal government 


and local crime problems may remain in the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration. Mr. Ford suggests extending 
the life of the LEAA and giving it more 
money to distribute in grants to state and 
local governments. 

Whether Congress will go along with 
bigger Budgets for the LEAA may depend 
om whether Attorney General Edward H. 
Levi can satisfy critics that the grant moncy 
is being well spent 

The crime rate is making it hard for 
LEAA to explain exactly what has been 
achieved with the $4.8 billion invested in its 
programs since 1968. 

While it is hard to argue with the need for 
weil-staffed, well-equipped police depart- 
ments, a shift toward mandatory prison 
terms and tougher standards for granting 
probation and parole will carry a price tag. 
more emphasis than punishment in the 
treatment of criminals has seen a deciine in 
the prison population, and with it a dectine 
im the capacity of penal systems. 


Building and staffing new prisons may 
begin claiming a greater sharé of the dollars 
going into anticrime programs. 

President Ford believes tougher sentences 
and fines can help restore credibility to the 
law as a deterent against crime. 

While his message was addressed to 
Congress, it should get as much attention in 
state capitols and courthouses where most 
of the responsibility lies for making our 
homes and neighborhoods. less vulnerable to 
the criminal.

Curb measles to fight birth defects 


To the Editor: 

How would you feel if 
someone's baby were born with 
@ serious birth defect because 
you hadn't had your child im- 
munized against rubella (three. 
day or German measles)? 

The possibility is not as 
remote as the readers may 
think. 

Each year, in the -@nited 
States, thousands. of babies are 
bern with hearing. vision or 
mental deficiencies because 
their mothers contracted 
rubella during pregnancy 
Usually, the mothers caught 
the disease from a chiki. 

Rubella is often thought of as 
a harmless childhood disease. 
For the child who has it, that's 
prodabiy true. 

But for the unborn child 
whose mother contracts the 
disease, rubella is a tragedy. It 
an cause blindness, deafness 
or mental retardation, 
especially if the mother is in 
fected during the early stages of 
ber pregnancy 

The most practical way to 
stop, or to interrupt, the spread 
of rubella from child to ex- 
pectant mother is to make 


certain that all chikiren have 
been immunized against the 
disease. 

Mass immunizations of 
women of chikbbearing age are 
not the answer, for scientists 
don’t yet know what will happen 
to the baby if the rubella vac. 
Cine is administered toa woman 
who is pregnant...or who 
becomes pregnant within two 
months after receiving the 
vaccine. 

Concern over this is so great. 

fact. that public health of- 

Ys do pot recommend 
rubella imminization for any 
girl over the age of 12 unless she 
iS proven—by laboratory test— 
to be susceptible, and she has 
medical consultation to assure 
she won't be pregnant for at 
least two months after vac 
cination. 

So it’s up to the parents and 
guardians of small chikdren to 
see to it that their children are 
immunized against this disease. 

Public health officials have 
expressed concern about the 
alarmingly low rates of rubella 
immunization among small 
children, especially pre- 
schoolers. 


If more children aren't im- 
munized against rubella, they 
have warned, there is a real 
pSSsibility of a major outbteak 
of the disease in Illinois. 

Readers, check your 
children’s immunization 
records today. If they haven't 
received rubella vaccine, take 
your children to your physician 
and have them immunized. 

Don't risk harming an unborn 
child. either your own or 
someone else's. by letting your 
children infect ar expectant 
mether with rubella. 

The time and effort you ex- 
pend now to have your children 

nunized might very weil be 
effort that saves of 


lifetime of blindness, deafness 
or mental retardation
